The number 
ot pci sons to he included in the Select List for the Upper 
Division Giadc on the results of the examination is uULr-ly 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candi¬ 
date will therefore, have any claim for inclusion in the Select 
List on the basis of his paformance in this examination, as a 
milt ter of right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of the result of 
the examination to individual candidates shall be decided bv 
the Commission in its discretion and the Commission will not 
enter into correspondence with them regaiding the result. 


12, Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless the cadre authority is satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may he considered necessary, that the candidate having regard 
to his conduct in service, is suitable in all respects for 
selection; 

Provided that the decision as to whether a particular candi¬ 
date recommended for selection by the Commission is not 
suitable shall he taken in consultation with the Department of 
Personnel and Administtative Reforms. 

13. A candidate who aftei applying for admission to the 
examination or after appealing at' it, resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Clerical Servicc/Railw'ay Board Secre¬ 
tariat Clerical Service/Election Commission/Department of 
Tourism or otherwise quits the Service or severs bis connection 
w'ith it, or whose services are teiminatcd by the Department 
or, who is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another Service 
on ‘transfer’ and does not have a lien in the Lower Division 
Grade of the Central Secretaiiat Clerical Service/Raihvwy 
Board Secretariat Clerical Service/Election Commixsion/De- 
partment of Tourism will not be eligible for appointment on 
the results of the examination. 

This, however, docs not apply to a Lower Division Clerk 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadrc post with 
the approval of the competent authority.
